“There never was,” said he, “agrestand 
dangerous evil threatening our institutions, from 
African slavery down to Chinozo immigration, 
that did not have tho benefit of the argament of 
commerce and necessity, which means simply 
that whilst danger may threaten in the end to 
earry rain to the whole country, yet in present 
and imumodiate future its toleration and practice 
are attended with great pecuniary profit to its 
dofendors and their friends. Every month the 
Chinose are permitted to remain on the Pacific 
slope forges so mach stronger the chains of 
Chinese Isbonr apon the people of that country.”

A little bit of fron with ag odgo 
of steel weldod on 1s forged-into a knife.or tool, 
which,-lowever unsouth in appearance, cortain! 
anawors tho purpose for whlch it wanintondod— 
Unable to pay the prices At which British manu- 
facturera oan supply tools, the Chinese import 
soph fron as they oinoot supply from thelr own 
imines, 4nd they make their own tools, Thas in 
1888. four ond a quarter million pounds of nail. 
rod iron was importod,end used for bolts, for 
building parpones, and for making tools, the 
latter being principally. for the jron-produoing: 
disixtots, Bar iron for building purposss was 
imported to the oxtent of half a million pounds, 
and about thosame quantity of wire was taken 
to be made-up into various articles. But old iron 
ia one of tho moat popalar of the matal importa. 
Tt is cheap, oud can ba hpramerod into fately ser- 
vicouble tools. Last year over five million pounds 
woight of old horseshoes, worn out parts of 
machinory, old bara and plates, bits of, broken- 
up ships, &c., wore teken by the Chinesa and 
mado Into hoses, rakes, scythes, ploughshares, 
spades, and tools of various descriptions. The 
import of steel woa'mot qaite halfo million 
ounda. tia too costly to be used rocklessly, 
and is thoroforn sparingly added to the native 
iron as 9 strong!

Tisstly, which is perhaps the greatest 
improvement of all, in every part the abi 
is uow lighted with the electric light On 
Lowps. are alao plocod in every department, 
so thot should anything render the electrical 
apparatus «uselosa there is no danger of the 
waatal being left in darkness. The Pes 
wasalways 4 good sea boat—ahe averaged on hor 
recent voyage 134 knots—both for case and speed, 
and now with tho altorations’ mentioned tha 
nocommodation far aacond olaaypasxengers so im~- 
proved, and the well known oourttay and geniality 
of tha captain and offloors, she bids fair to be- 
come one of the moat popular boats in the sorvieo. 


Tn introdocing the Deck and, Load Lines Bill 
into the Straits Luogislative Council, the 
Attorney-General snid:—Some time ago a vessel 
callod the Ferntower was lost on a voyage from 
Saigon to Hongkong. “There seoms to be no 
doubt that the loss waa due to, over-loading. In 
consegnencé of that a petition was aidressad to 
your Excellency by engineers and others who 
serve in those vessels, asking that some steps 
might be'taken to provent such ooonrrenoes in 
the futare, Your Exoolleney promised that a 
Bill should be introduced for that purpose; thin 
Bill isa fallment of that promise. ‘Tho Bill 
provides, in section 2, that the deck lines of all 
stoam veanala shall be marked as ia, the case of 
English vessela, Section 3 requires what is 
known as the Plimsoll Mark” to bo placed on 
Jooal steamers, and sootion 4 states the ponalty 
for non-compliance with the requirements of the 
Ordinance. Section 5 empowers the Harbour 
Master to rofnde a port clearance in case of 
the regulation. not baing oomplied with. The 
Bill differs slightly from tho provisions of 
the English Act, on which. it ia based, in- 
asmuch as tho Igttor allows the shipowners to fiz 
the mark‘themeolves. Here it hag been the 
éastom when a steamship is surveyed under the 
Steam Vessels Ordinance of 1882, for tho sur. 
yeyor to make an entry in the cortificate of 
survey of the maximum depth to which the vessel 
may bo Jonded. ‘Thore is no legislative sanction 
for that practice, but to follow it seems: the 
simplest and most convanient plan. No doubt 
there are conziderable difficulties in legislation 
of this kind, On the one hand, we ‘must avoid 
too onerous regulations which might lead ship- 
ownora to transfer: their trade to othor places ; 
baton the other bend, we are bound to make 
gome provision for tho aafety of those who serve 
im these ships. - The Government ley this Bill 
on the table inviting the fallestoriticism. Wo 
have at this table geatlemen of groat experience 


‘in all shipping matters, and wo hope, with their 


belp, to make this Bill into a satisfantory men. 
gure-—a measure which will afford adequate pro- 
tection for life whilat not unduly interfering with 
the interesta of trade aud commerce. The Bill 
was read a first tind.

Our ‘Tientain contemporary ssys that. dhe har- 
pour,worka at Port Arthar are now procerding 
satisfactorily’; aud the bottom df tho dock is 
nearly finished. The quay walla of tho. large 
basin are also progressing and a liberal quantity 
of coment ia basing wed. The mon work, very 
hard'and are under excellent discipling, and 
thorais now no troable or-dissatiefaction on any 


side. 

The bottom of the basin has yot fo be ox- 
cavatod ons motro deeper to comply with the 
requirements of the navy, but nothing has been 
done yot towards it, How thisis tobe done aftor 
the quay walls aro erected is an enginooring 
question entirely. 

Thore iy.an important mattor now under con- 
sideration, the construction of a brask-water at 
tho entrance of the basin. ‘his brenkwater has 
alveady a little history of ite own. Originally the 
harbour consusted of three parte, the contral open- 
ing tothe sea, a small butdesp and safo anchorage; 
the Bastorn bay with20 foot of wator, commoadious 
and land-locked; the Western bay 4 vary exten: 
aive shallow lagoon, also complataly Jand-locked. 
Tho manof-war basin and graving dook ard 
being constructed in the Hastern bay; and the 
original plan was to’ke»p that basin for mon-of- 
war in rosorve, and for coaling, provisioning, eta. 
Tt was a necessary condition of thia scheme that 
the Western bay shonld ba dradod desp enough 
for ironolads,.and in sufficient time to be ready 
for nge'ns goonas the, basin. For finangial aud 
other reasons the. Westera harbour was abandon: 
orl as a deep-water anchorage, and thon Admiral 
Lang proposed that the basin now in conrse of 
construction in the Hastern bay should be naed 
asa steam basin and general anchoraga, aud that 
for other purposes a second basin should bo 
mate. It .wad consequently decided to make 
the entrance to the bagin as wide a3 pos 
sible for the convenient movement of the 
vessela out qnd in, a decision which met tha full 
approval of the Admiral, and was sanctioned by 
TE. the Viceroy. Recently, howavor, au agita- 
tion hag arisen from sow quarter or another to 
induce the Viceroy to close the open entrance 
by a breakwater placod right in front of tho 
natural brenkwater, the paningala of Liao-ha-wei; 
and the agitation has bast so gnecessfal as to 
have indusad the Viceroy to sanction. the ap- 
pointment by Chon Tao-t'ai of a’ committos 
1é-oonsider-the need -of ‘the breakwater. ‘The 
committee io’ mow sitting, ahd is composed of 
Lin Tao-t‘ai and other officars, with M. Thovenat, 
Chou-fu is understood to be committed to the 
breakwater, and the officisls on. the commiltes 
may uot lika todecide against him. Naturally, 
M. Thevonot will have to bo paid oxtra if ho is 
required to build a broakwator, 93 for any other 
altorations in Lis plans which may be imposed 
on him by theChiness, . 

M. Griffon has started a ‘school for Chinese 
Enginoors ander very favourable auspices. ‘The 
studentsare to send their note-books every waek 
to the Viceroy, who will thas himeclf ran the 
risk of hacoming ‘an’ enginger. 

From.another gone the Chinese Times learns 
that. the committes have dosided that the en- 
tranos to the basin shall be made at about ‘the 
middle of the dyke but.s little tothe North, as 
waa projected bafors Admiral Lang olaimed the 
basin for a genoral anchorage.

THE FORTH BRIDGE BUILT ON A’ 
CHINESE MODEL. 
\ : i ; : 
Tho coloaval bridge—the largest in tho world 
—now in course of construction over the Firth 
of Forth is, saya the Japan Mail, on a Chinesa 
syatom of construction. Incredibte-as tho state- 
ment may seam, wo huve it on tho authority, of 
no less 8 person than the distinguishod onginesr, 
Mr. B, Baker, who, in conjunction with Sir John 
Fowler, has oharge of tho stupondous work. 


‘Horo is Mr. Baker's nocount,.as given in a leo- 
tare delivered at the Royal Institation on May 
20th—an'acconut that shows the bridga to bo of 
Japanese na well as Chinegs form :—“ It is not 
on account of size only that the Forth Bridgo 
has. excited so muoh gonoral’ intorsnt, bunt 
alao because it ‘is of a@° previously lit. 
tle-known typo. I will not ‘asy novel, 
for there is nothing new ander the sun. It is 
a obntilever bridge. One of the first questions 
asked by the generality of visitors ab tho Forth 
is, Why da you oall it a cnntilover bridgaP I 
admit that it ig not a satisfactory rare, and 
that it only expresses half the Groth, bat it is 
not onsy to find a short and satisfactory mame 
for the type. A cantilever is simply auothor * 
nawe for a bracket. The 1,700-feet oponings 
of the Forth are spanned by scompound atrac- 
ture consisting of two brackots or cantilevers 
and one cantral-girder. Owing to the arched 
farm of the undor-sids of the bridge, many p3r- 


gons-hold-the-mistaken notion thatthe principle —___ 


of construction is analogous tothnt: of nn arch, 
Tn preparing for this lecture tho otbor day, I bad 
to consider how bost to make s general audionoa 
appraviats the tru nature and direction of the 
atrsssos on the Forth Bridge, ond after consul- 
tation with somo of our engiueors on the spot, 
aliving model of the'stracture masnrrranged 6s 
fellows;—T'wo mon sitting on chairs extended 
their arms and sapportod the same by grasping 
sticks butting against tho chairs. This repre. 
sontad the two doubla oantilevers. The central 
girdor was répresonted by a short stick slung - 
from one arm of each trian, and the anchorages 
by ropes extending from the othor arms to s 
conplo.of piles of brick, When strosges are 
bronght on this system by a load on the oontral 
girdor, the man’s arma and tho anohorage ropes 
come tuto tension and the sticks and chair lege 
jnto compression. In the Forth Bridge you 
have to imagine tha chairs placed a third of a mile 
apart and tho man’s hoads to.be 36D feet above 
the round, Their arms arareprasented by huge 
atoal lattios menibors, and tha. sticks or props 
by stéol tubes 12 feat in diameter aud 1} .inch 
thick. 1 have-remarked that the principle of the 
Forth Bridge is not novel. Whon Lord Napier 
of Magdala accompanied mo aver the works 
ono day ho anid:—"I snpposa you touch: your 
hat to the Chinese?” and I replied “Certainly,” 
ag T know that a numbor of bridges on the same 
principle bad oxisted in’ China for ages past.

The Honsa of Commons, on the 4th Inty, re- 
-samed the adjournet debate on the approval of 
tho India ond China mail contract, We giva 
below tho Times summary of the dobato and the 
full report of Mr. Sutherland’s spoeoh, which 
Amongst. other things traveraos the allegation 
that the Company carrie! goods for the Contin. 
eut ata lower rate than those for England ;— 

Mr. Esouruont supported the amendment 
moved by Mr. Provand.on the last occasion in 
favour of referring the contract. fs 

Mr. J. M. Maciran, on tho othor hand, sup- 

orted the contract, pointing out the impossibi- 

ity of dividing the India aud China portions of 
the contract, and-doubted vary much whether it 
would be wie and foasiblo to dispense with sub- 
Hidios, That might be a point. worth inquiring 
into by a committea, but in tha meantime the 
postal service to our Eastern possession would 
not wait, 

_ My SUTHERLAND, in justifying tho contract, 
vindicated the reputation of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company, whish -ha asserted had for 
many years faithiully served the country. Hé 
aldo pointed ont that the cantract hed received 
the anatimous approval of the Pross of India, 
China, Ceylon, and the Straits Sottlomonts, It 
had been accopted by the Government because it 
was the best and most practicable arrangement 
that could by made, and not from any favour to 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company. 

' + Mr. Jacrsor assured the Housa that nothing 
which might bo dona in rolation to thir contract 
would prajudice the Canadian Pacifle Company, 
and any service hy way of Canada would only be 
supplementary to this. Nobody but Mr. Pro-
